“seo, 6. That it shall be lewful for the 
Secretary of the Treasury, with the ap- 
proval of the President ‘of the United 

tates, tosuspend temporarily the receipt 
of silver bullion tor treasury notes at any 
time when he is satisfied that through com- 
binations or speculative manipulations of 
the market the price of silver is arbitrarily 
nominal or fictitious, 

That silver bullion deposited 
under this act represented by treasury notes 
which have been redeemed in gold coin or 
silver dollars may be coined into standard 
silver dollars on any other denomination of 
silver coin now authorized by law for the 
purpose of I the coin used in the 
redemption of the notes. 

“Sec. 8. That so much of the act of 
February 28, 1878, entitled An act to 
authorize the coinage of the standard silver 
dollar and to restore its legal tender 
character,’ as requires the monthly pur- 
chase and coinage into silver dollars of not 
Jess than $2,000,000, nor more than $4,000,000 
worth of silver bullion, is hereby repealed. 

„ That any gain or shrinkage aris- 
se from ‘coinage, which may be executed 
under the provisions of this act, shall be 
accounted for and paid into the treasury as 
provided by existing law. 

„Sed. 10. That silver bullſon received 
under the provisions of this act shall be 
subject to the requirements of the existing 
law and regulations of the mint service

“Sec. 11. That nothing in this act shall 
be construed to prevent the rr from 
time to time, as may be required, of silver 
builion for subsidiary silver coinage. 

That a sum suflicient to carry 
Out the provisions of this act is hereby ap- 
propriated out of any moneys in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated. :

CANDIED FRUITS. 


A French Expert Who Would Like 

to Come Here, 
The Southern California National 
Bank is in receipt of the following let- 
ter, which is translated and given to 
the public, as it refers to matters of in- 
terest to this section, and may gain the 
attention of somebody who would like 
to correspond with the writer: 


Paris, Nov. 28, 1889. 

The Directors of the Southern California 
National Bank, Los Angeles: The Uni- 
versal Exposition at Paris showed us the 
confectionery products of North and South 
America. The Argentine Republic alone 
displayed caudied fruits, which, without re- 
flecting upon their quality, left much to be 
desired in their method of preparation. 

I was much surprised not to find any such 
— [ in the United States department, 

aving understood that California in par- 
ticular produced a considerable quantity of 
these confections. 

Limparted my surprise to a Paris com- 
missioner, who every year buys a lar 
quantity of candied fruits for New York. 
He toid me, in reply, that an attempt had 
been made to manufacture them, but, not 
having met with success, it was supposed 
that the soil which produced these fruits 
was too rich; that in ten or twelve years, 
when the soil shall have become less rich, It 
yous be possible to manufacture the 

ruits. 

Iam not of this opinion. The operators 
who have made the attempts do not under- 
stand enough of the manufacture of can- 
died fruits. I am so much convinced of 
this that, it I could find a California mer- 
chant who would be willing to as- 
sist me in the attempt, I would give 
up my place as foreman confectioner of 
the Felix Potin Works, which I have held 
for three years, and where | am at the head 
of 48 workmen, candy-makers as well as 


frult-erystallizers; being convinced that by 


so doing I should greatly improve my 
position. 

I am 38 years oi age, married, and father 
of three children. 

I beg you to excuse the liberty I have 
taken in writing to you. I thought that, as 
a banker, my project would interest you, 
and that you might introduce me to somé 


-persons with whom I could deal.

roundings to maintain at least a large 
proportiqn of its population, apart | 
from extraneous aid. Indeed, it must 
have such resources if it is to continue 
growing. To look out for eastern vis- 
itors and new railroads is all very well 
in its way. They are excellent as an 
addition to the bill of fare, but not as 
&main article of dit. 

We need to produce more; to depend 


self-supporting. If one desires to see 
how far we are at present from that 
point, itis only necessary to read the 
lists of imports to Los Angeles, or to 
go into a grocery and produce store 
and inquire where the various articles 
come from. Los Angeles sits like a 
veritable queen in the midst of one of 


surrounded by hundreds of thousands 
of acres of thé most fertile soil in the 
world—soil which will grow anything 


constantly informing outsiders, and 
with truth. Yetthere are thousands 
upon thousands of these acres untilled 
and unutilized, except, perhaps, as 
pasture during a portion of the year, 
for which pursose they will, perhaps, 
pay a third of the taxes on them, while 
at the same time we are importing by 
the carload our hams, bacon, cheese, 
butter, eggs, poultry, potatoes and 
other produce. 

We have here the finest fruit-grow- 
ing country in the world. Our fruits 
mature earlier and bear more heavily 
than elsewhere. It would naturally 
be supposed that we should import 
very few, if any, fruit products. Ask 
the fruiterer whence come most of his 
apples and limes, and almonds and 
figs. Ask the grocer where most of his 
canned. fruits, dried fruits, jams, 
jellies and glaced fruits are prepared. 
Only yesterday we sawa letter from 
the foreman of one of the largest fruit- 
crystallizing establishments in Paris, 
expressing astonishment at theabsence 
of crystallized fruit in the United | 
States exhibit of the Exposition, and 
asking whether there was not a good 
opening for such an industry in South- 
ern California. To our shame must it 
be said that of all the countries 
of North and South America the 
Argentine Republic alone had an ex- 
hibit of crystalized fruits. It is no 
wonder that this Frenchman was sur- 
prised, after he had heard so much 
about the horticultural resources of 
this region. Some of our confectionery 
stores offer for sale candied orange, 


which gives you almost a spoonful for 


land where flowers grow almost spon- 
taneously, like weeds, come from the 
Mediterranean. So one might run- 
through a list of products as long as 
one’s arm, all of which could be grown 
and prepared here to perfection, yet 
for which we now send away thou- 
sands of dollars a week, thus making 
money scarce and keeping us poor. 
Meantime, small principalities of fer- 
tile soil lie untilled, and the Easterner 
who is asked to purchase wonders why 
the present owner does not at least 
make the land pay taxes. 

It is not alone on the products of the 
soil that we need toturn over a new 
leaf. We consumed many manufac- 
tured articles which might well be 
made here—to begin with, on a small 
and tentative scale. It is not neces- 
sary to enumerate these again here, 
we have done so many times of late. 
For fuel there is crude petroleum, 
sites may be bought cheap, or would be 


much higher than in the East. 

It would be a good thing if some of 
our wealthy citizens would resolve to 
make anew departure with the new 
year—to transfer a small portion of 
their funds from mortgages to manu- 
factures, and thus make their mort- 
gages more valuable as security.

PREPARING FOR THE CENSUS. 


Population of Southern States Too 
High, Northern Too Low. _ 
[New York Sun. 
The eleventh census of the United 
States will be taken next summer. 
Estimates of population made in ad- 
vance of the actual count are necessa- 
rily imperfect, but they are often 
found not to vary much from the 
figures afterward officially obtained. 
A few days ago the Tradesman of 
Chattanooga published ures com- 
piled by the Governors ofthe twelve 
Southern States in answer to a query, 
and from these figures it appears that 
the present population ot the Southern 
States is 19,489,150, against 14,638,936 
in 1880. 
In the twelve States mentioned be- 
low the customary decennial enumera- 


tion was made in 1885—Colorado, Fior- ms 


ida, Iowa, Kansas, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Nebraska, New 
Jersey, Oregon, Rhode Island and W 
consin. Thereby the present rate of 
increase was ascertained. 

In the four new States of South Da- 
kota, Washington, Montana and North 
Dakota the vote lately cast for Con- 
gressmen indicates pretty closely the 
present population. 

Thus from twenty-eight of the forty- 
two States which now compose the 
Union approximate figures are at hand. 
Concerning the other States, there 
is 6n file in the offices of the respective 
Secretaries of State information show- 
ing in round numbers the probable size 
of the present population. Here are: 
the approximate and estimated figures 
for all the States: 


Grand tetals..... 50,155,783 64,761,500 


The basis of representation for Con- 
gressmen rose steadily from 30,000 in 
1789 to 40,000 in 1820, 70,680 in 1840, 
130,533 in 1870 and 162,000 in 1888, It 
will be 175,000 this vear. With the ad- 
ditions caused by the admissions of 
Senators and Representatives from the 
four new States, the FE esidential_ 
electors will probably’ number 450 in 
theelection of 1892 against 401 in 1888 
and 1884. 


The States to gain electors will be: 
Alabama 2. Arkansas 2, California 1, 
Colorado 1, Georgia 2; Indiana 1, Iowa 
1. Kansas 2, Kentucky 1. Louisiana 1, 
Maryland 1, Minnesota 3, Mississippi 1 
Missouri 4. Nebraska 3, New Jersey 1. 
New York 1, North Carolina 2, Ohio 2 
Pennsylvania 1, Texas 2 and Wisconsin 
1. The four new States will probably 
distributed as 
follows: South Dakota 4 Washington 
4, Montana 3, and North Dakota 3. 

According to the electoral vote of 
1888, with Montana added as Demo- 
cratic, the Democratic electoral vote 
will be increpsed from 168 to 189. 

According to the electoral vote of 
1888, with South Dakota, Washington 
and North Dakota added as Republi- 
can, thé Republican vote would be in- 
creased from 219 to 246. * 

The net gain to the Republicans 
seems likely, therefore, to be seven.

Society, and Mrs. Dr. Mary F. Mun- 
son, The system which Mrs. Fales 
represents is that of the English codp- 
erative stores, which have been often 
spoken of. In the course of her re- 
marks she said: 

The retail buyer who furnishes his 
capital is in opposition to the interests 
of his customer, who replenishes his 
capital, and the oflice of codperation 
is to unite the conflicting interests by 
instituting a system where each pur- 
chaser is also part proprietor and 
shares the profits. The second step is 
for the united societies to obtain from 
the producers what they now obtain 
through the wholesale dealers, and get 
their supplies at first cost. ‘he first 
step is to secure united action of indi- 
viduals; the second of the united so- 
cieties. The third step is cooperative 
banking, the concentration of floating 
capital. 

The most important of all is produc- 
tive codperation. The backbone of the 
economic question is that of profits. 
The wealth of civilization is built up 
chiefly from the profits derived from 
underpaid labor, which go to the capi- 
talists instead of to the worker and 
consumer. Cooperation comes in here 
e the evil, and make a fairer 
distribution, which is the principle of 
the Rockdale system, first introduced 
in England 46 years ago by 28 
weavers, with a capital of $140. 
In 1882, 38 years from the date of 
the founding of the store, there were 


1200 societies with a membership of 


640,000, share and loan capital $40,000,- 
000, annual sales $127,500,000, profits 
$10,500,000. The Codperative Whole- 
sale is a trade partnership of over 700 
retail holding amongst them 
$1,250,000. The store supplies 550,000 
members, and every member is a part- 
ner in the great concern. Ithas a bank 
department with a turn over of 880, 
000. When these coöperative in- 
dustties become great business centers 
they will elect their representatives to 
the national administration.

Some of the Attempts. That Ha vo 
Been Made with a View to Kill- 
ing All of Christ's Lieutenants, 


and their Uniform Failure. 


Rev. T. De Witt Talmage was an- 
nounced to preach on Sunday, 12th 
inst., at Pgris, France, in which city 


ne was then resting on his return jour- 
ney from Palestine. The text was: 


Jehosheba, the daughter of ee Joram, 
sister of Abaziah, took Joash, the son of 
Abaziah, and stole him from among thé 


King's sons which were slain; and they hid 


him. even him and his nurse. in the bed- 
chamber from Athaliah, so that he was not 
slain. And he was with her hid in the 
house 2 the Lord six years. — III. Kings, 
XI., 2. 

The sermon is given below: = 

Grandmothers are more lenient with 
their children’s children than they 
were with their own. At 40 years of 
age, if discipline be necessary, chas - 
tisement is used; but at 70, the grand- 
mother, looking upon the misbehavior 
of the grandchild, is apologetic, and 
disposed to substitute confectionery 
for whip. There is nothing more beau- 
tiful than this mellowing of old age 
toward childhood, Grandmother takes 
out her pocket bandkerchief and wipes 
her spectacles and puts them on, and 
looks down into the face of her mis- 
chievous and rebellious descendant, 
and says: ‘I don’t think he meant to 
do it; let him off this time; I'll be ro- 
sponsible for“ his behavior in the 
tuture.“ My mother, with the second 
generation around her—a boisterous 
crew—said one day: “I sup they 
eught to be disciplined, but I can’t do 
it. Grandmothers are not fit to bring 
up children.“ But here, in my text, 
we have a grandmother of a different 
bue. 

[have within a few days been at 
Jerusalem, where the occurrence of 
the text took place, and the whole 
seene came vividly before me while I 
was going over the site of the ancient 
temple and climbing towers of the 
King’s palace. Here in the text itis 
old Athaliah, the queenly murderess. 
She ought to have been honorable. Her 
father was a king. Her husband was 
a king. Her son was a king. And 
yet we find her plotting for the exter- 
mination of the entire royal family, 


including her own grandchildren. The 


executioners’ Knives are sbarpened. 
The palace is red with blood of 
princes and princesses. On all sides are 
shrieks, and hands thrown up, and 
struggle, and death groan. No mercy! 
Kill! Kill! But while the ivory floors 
of the palace run with carnage. and the 
whole land is under the shadow ofa 
great horror, a fleet-footed woman, 
a clergyman’s wife, Jehosheba by 
name, stealthily approacbes the im- 
perial nursery, seized upon the grand- 
child that had somehow as yet .

her throat lest she be discovered in 


this Christian abduction. Get her out 


of the way as quick as you can, for she

temple, the church of gjden time, 
unwraps the young King and puts him 
down, sound asleep as he is, and un- 
conscious of the peril that has been 
threatened; and there for six years he

briel in this direction. Thousands of 
trees are being planted in all direc- 
tions, and now that our oranges are 
well before the eastern buyer, there is 
little danger of an over-supply. 
— — 

_ THE county of Los Angeles has 17. 
500 acres planted in wine grapes. It 
produced last year 2.718,792 galions of 
wine, valued at $507,944, and 108,637 
gallons of brandy valued at $20,490, 
the industry ranking next to the 
orange, or second in value of all prod- 
ucts in the county. The greater part 
of this wine is made in the San Gabriel 
Valley in sight of Pasadena. If our 
Prohibitionist friends controlled. the 
situation this vast and valuable in- 
dustry would be destroyed.
